On the complaint, 
showing that the plaintiff was entitled 
to possession 
of

property the 
replevin 
writ was Issued by the court 
nnd 
High 
Sheriff 
Brown 
was

manded to take possession. 
The suit was to recover possession of 
railroad material to the value of $15,000 
which It was alleged hnd been furnish- 
ed to the Kona Sugar 
Co., and had 
never been paid for. 
The property was 
set out

detail, 
locomotives,

cars, switches, 
ties, rails, scales, blocks, 
spikes, etc., the total value being 
$15,-00- 0. 
The plaintiffs

churches. 
He demands 
the subjection 
and obedience of all these churches

MISSIONARIES AND 
THE SILK BUSINESS 


The Friend, which Is out for July, is 
a number of special 
Interest. 
Among 
the notable articles In one by Rev. S. E. 
Bishop, 
D. D., headed, 
"Did the 
Mis- 
sionaries Destroy 
the Silk Business 
In 
Hnwall?" It Is as follows: 
Such nn allegation 
used to ho heard 
hero over fifty years ago, among 
nu- 
merous 
charges 
made by pereons 
hos- 
tile to missionaries. 
That stale charge 
was revived last year nnd published by 
President G. Stnnley Hall of Clark Uni 
versity, 
in Worcester, 
Mnss. 
He found 
It In a book published 
by Fomo German 
visitor to Honolulu. 
Tho picsent writ- 
er was asked by the editor of Tho In- 
dependent 
of New York 
to report the 
truth In the matter; but his statement 
was anticipated by Mr. Gorham P. Gll- 
man 
of 
Boston, 
who 
bod 
personal 
knowlcdgo on tho subject, 
Tho substance of the charge was that 
the missionaries 
would 
not permit the 
natives 
to feed tho silkworms 
on the 
Sabbath day, In consequence 
of which 
the attempt 
td produce Bk beenmo a 
failure with great losS to the white men 
who had undertaken the business. That 
charge was absolutely denied by all the 
missionaries 
and their friends. 
Those 
excellent 
people 
were 
nil anxious 
to 
have the silk enterprise prosper, ns fur- 
nishing needed employment 
to the 
na- 
tives; and while they taught tho people 
religiously 
to observe the Sabbath, they 
carefully 
Instructed 
them that It was 
lawful to perform any necessary labor 
on that day. 
The present writer Is able to testify 
that at the age of eleven, 
In 
1833, 
he 
visited 
the home of Rev, P. J. Gullck 
at Koloa, Kauai, 
where ho eaw 
silk- 
worms fed and silk reeled 
in Mr. 
's 
own house. 
At the same time, 
Mr. Tltcomb 
had a considerable 
plan- 
tation of mulberry-tree- s 
In the vicinity, 
nnd was breeding' silkworms 
and reel- 
ing silk on a considerable 
scale. 
Tho 
missionary, 
Gullck, certainly 
favored 
the undertaking, 
Mr. Hooper 
was at 
the fiamo time conducting a small sugar 
plantation 
at the 
same 
place; 
nnd 
much wng said about the Immense 
ad- 
vantage it wan to the natives to bo nblo 
to earn twelve nnd a half cents a day 
by their labor, 
ns they could 
do 
no- 
where else" In the Islands except In the 


s. 
The failure tt 
silk-cultu- re 
as a com 
mercial onterprlW fippeara to hae been 
owing mainly 
to the absenco 
of 
the 
trained 
and patieni skill necessary la 
the laborers 
employed. Hawatlans were 
Incompetent for success 
In such work, 
which needs' a rural 
population 
llko 
those In China, Japan or France. 
Mr. 
Gllman 
quoted 
Mr. 
James Jackson 
Jnrvcs 
in reference 
to the lattcr'H own 
failure 
In silk production, 
which ho 
to various 
dllllcultlcs

care of the worms, making no nllusiun 
to tho Sabbath question. 
Mr. Gllman
